3 was never any thing by 
the wit of man ſo well deviſed, 
or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which in con- 
tinuance of time, hath not been 
corrupted: As, among other things, 
it may plainly appear by the Com- 
mon Prayers in the Church, com- 
monly called Divine Service. The 
firſt original and ground whereof, 
if any man would ſearch out by the 
ancient Fathers, he ſhall find, that 
the ſame was not ordained but of a 
good purpoſe, and for a great ad- 
vancemes t of godlineſs. For they 
ſo ordered the matter, that all the 
whole Bible ww the greateſt part 
thereof) ſhould be read over once 
every year; intending thereby, that 
the Clergy, and eſpecially ſuch as 
were Miniſters in the congregation, 
Mould (by often reading and medi- 
tation in God's e be ſtirred up 
to godlineſs themſelves, and be 
more able to exhort others by 
wholſome Doctrine, and to confute 
them that were adverſaries to the 
Truth ; and further, that the peo- 
le (by daily hearing of the holy 
cripture read in the Church) might 
continually profit more and more 
in the knowledge of God, and be 
the more inflamed with the love of 
his true Religion. | 
But theſe many years paſſed, this 
godly and decent order of the an- 
cient Fathers hath been ſo altered, 
broken and neglected, by planting 
in uncertain Stories, and Legends, 
with multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, 
vain Repetitions, Commemorations 
and Synodals ; that commonly when 
any Book of the Bible was begun, 
after three or four Chapters were 
vead out, all the reſt were unread. 
And in this fort the Book of 7ſaiah i 


was begun in Advent, and the Book | 
of Genefis in Septuageſima; but they 
were only begun and never read | 
through: After like ſort were other! 


moreover, whereas St. Pau! would 
have ſuch language ſpoken to the 
people in the Church, as they might 
underſtand, and have profit by 
hearing the ſame; The Service in 
this Church of England theſe many 
years hath been read in Latin to. 
the people, which they underſtand 
not; fo that they have keard with 
their ears only, and their heart, ſpi- 
rit and mind have not been edified 
thereby, And furthermore, not- 
withſtanding that the -ancient Fa- 
thers have divided the Pſalms into 
ſeven Portions, whereof every one 
was called a No#urn ; Now of late 
time a few of them have been. daily 
faid, and the reſt utterly omitted. 
Moreover, the number and hard- 
neſs of the Rules called the Pie, and: 
the manifold: changings of the Ser- 
vice, was the cauſe, that to turn 
the Book only was ſo hard and in- 
tricate a matter, that many times 
there was more buſineſs to find out 
what ſhould be read, than to read 
it when it was found out. 
Theſe inconveniencies therefore 
conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an 
Order whereby the ſame ſhall be 
redreſſed. And for a readineſs in 
this matter, here is drawn out a 
Calendar for that purpoſe, which is 
plain and eaſy to te underſtood ; 
wherein (ſo much as may wh the 
reading of holy Scripture is ſo ſet 
forth, that all things ſhall be done 
in order without breaking one piece 
from another. For this cauſe be cut 
off Anthems, Reſponds, Invitato- 
ries, and ſuch like things as did 
break the continual courſe of the 
reading of the Scripture. 1 
Vet, becauſe there is no remedy, 
but that of neceſſity, there muſt be 
ſome Rules; therefore certain Rules 
are here ſet forth ; which, as they 
are few in number, ſo m are plain 
and eaſy to be underſtood. So that

and ſuperſtitious; and nothing is 
ordained to be read, but the very 
pure Word of God, the holy Scrip- 
ture, or that which is agreeable to 
the ſame ; and that in ſuch a Lan- 
guage and Order as is moſt eaſy 
. and plain for the underſtanding 
both of the Readers and Hearers. 
It is alſo more commodious, both 
for the ſhortneſs thereof, and for 
the plainneſs of the Order, and for 
that the Rules be few and eaſy.
